Perseverance of the Saints. 


We have seldom seen this glorious and 
consolatory doctrine set forth in more 
glowing terms than in the following con- 
densation of a sermon preached in London 
more than a century ago, by a dissenting 
minister named Hill. The preacher is 
speaking of the vision with which Manoah 
and his wife were favored, previous to the 
birth of Samson dges xiii—and of its 
effects upon the minds of those two per- 
sons. 

Verse 22. And Monoah said unto his 
wife, We shall surely die, because we have 
seen God.” 

23. “ But his wife said unto him, If the 
Lord would be pleased to kill us, he would 
not have received a burnt offering, and a 
meat offering at our hands, neither would 
he have showed us all these things, nor 
would, as at this time, have told us such 
things as these.” 

After dwelling at length upon the his- 
torical and doctrinal truths contained in 
the text, the preacher sums up as follows: 

“T am now to show why suchas have 
been and are blessed with such tokens of 
God’s favor, (he had been speaking of the 
Christian experience,) shall never die un- 
der his wrath. 

“1. This would argue God to be waver- 
ing and imperfect like ourselves. The 
great God may alter his way, but he 
never changes his heart. What God hath 
begun he will perform, because his work 
is perfect. The Great God never acts 
inconsistently with himself. 

“2. Were God to accept thy offering 
and destroy thy person, what becomes o 
his faithfulness to Christ the mediator? 
Christ purchased, and he intercedes for 
the weakest grace. Was his blood shed 
in vain, or did he intercede for naught? 
‘Him the father heareth always.’ The 
grace we received from the Father is a debt 
to Christ, though a free favor to us. 

“Should God kill us, after such a grace 
shown us, one whom the spirit inhabits 
would be lost. The Spirit is given to be- 
lievers to abide with them forever. Often 
thou mayest not know that thou livest ; 
bat you must die, because the Spirit hath 
taken possession for Christ. 

“4. God would lose the triamphs of 
his own grace. ‘Grace through righteous- 
ness, unto eternal life.“ Grace in us is a 
ereature, but is kept alive by the grace in 
God's heart, which is infinite and everlast- 
ing. Grace, grace will be the langu 
of heaven. But because he was not able 
to deliver and save them from my hands,

A Description of the Person of Jesus 
Christ. 

This was found in an ancient manu- 
script, which was sent by Publius Lentv. 
lus, President of Judea, to the Senate of 
Rome: 

There lives at this time in Judea a man 
of singular character, whose name is Jesus 
Christ. The barbarians esteem him a 
prophet, but his followers adore him as the 
immediate offspring of the Immortal God. 
He is — with such unparalleled vir- 
tue as to call back the dead from their 
graves, and to heal every kind of disease 
with a word or touch. His person is tall 
and elegantly shaped; his aspect amiable 
and reverend: his hair flows in beautiful 
shades, which no united colors can match, 
falling into graceful curls below his ears, 
agreeably couching on his shoulders, and 

arting on the crown of his head, like the 
head dress of the sect of the Nazarites. 
His forehead is smooth, and his cheeks 
without a spot save that ofa lovely red. 
His nose and mouth are formed with ex- 
quisite symmetry; his beard is thick, and 
suitable to the hair of his head, reaching a 
little below his chin, and parted in the 
middle like a fork; his eyes are bright, 
clear and serene. He rebukes with ma- 
jesty, counsels with mildness, and invites 
with the most tender and persuasive 
language. His whole address, whether 
in word or deed, being elegant, brave and 
strictly characteristic of so exalted a 
being. Noman has seen him laugh, but 
the whole world has frequently beheld him 
weep; and so persuasive are his tears, that 
the multitude cannot withhold theirs from 
sympathy with him. Heis very modest, 
temperate and wise. In short, whatever 
this phenomenon may be in the end, he 
seems at present a man of excellent beauty 
and divine perfections, every way sur- 
passing the children of men.

The Clergy of California. 


in the Legislature of this State, we ex- 
tract the following remarks of Rev. Mr. 
Bell, of Alameda: 


Mr. Bell said he rose for the purpose of 
making a remark or two in behalf of the 
clergy of this State. This was not the 
first time they had been attacked. Yes- 
terday the senator from Calaveras had 
made afierce onslaught upon them, and 
as he (Mr. Bell) had been for a short 
time an humble minister of the Gospel, he 
would state it as his opinion, that while 
members of the Legislature had, in their 
opinion, been enacting laws toward ad- 
vancing the welfare of the State, yet that 
the clergy had wisely, faithfully done | 
more, far more, towards that object, than 
all the laws or islatures combined. In 
the distriet he (Mr. Bell) represented, he 
could find seven learned literary institu- 
tions, founded by clergymen: in Santa Clara 
two; in San Jose two more, also founded 
by clergymen; in Alameda one more fonnd- 
ed by clergymen; in Oakland two more, 
founded by clergymen. The Common 
School system, the literature, and the learn- 
ed institations of the State, had been found- 
ed chiefly by members of the clerical pro- 
fession; und if the Senator from Calaveras 
or Shasta would inquire amongst their 
constituents who were the most loved and 
respected—who were the most zealous for 
good, and for all good, charitable institu- 
tions, they would find that the origin and 
impulse, which led to this conduct, had 
been the example and teachings of the 
clergy; and the Senator from Calaveras 
might also become acquainted with anoth- 
er wondrous thing: that an humble, faith- 
ful follower of Christ shall have more influ- 
ence than the Senator himself, in his po- 
sition as a law-giver, even although his 
course should be prolonged beyond the 
ordinary course of time, toa period as long 
as that of the patriarchs of old. He (Mr. 
Bell) knew thatthe greatest amount of 
work that was calculated to promote the 
best interests of mankind, was performed 
by clergymen; he knew that he had, while 
a member of the clergy, performed more 
intellectual labor than in thrice the same 
time of the rest of his life put together, or 
than he would have an opportunity of do- 
ing if he were a member of the Legislature 
for twenty years. 

A man who would do credit to this pro- 
fession had need to discipline every affection 
of his nature, and tax his mind to its ut- 
most power of endurance and readiness of 
action; and before Senators take upon 
themselves to decry this, the greatest pro- 
fession upon earth, let them understand of 
what they were speaking. It was true 
that the omy of the clergy was stained 
with many a blot—true that blood had 
run over every page; but if Senators would 
learn what was the effect when Reason,“ 
so called, raled in the place of Christianity 
— if they wished to inform themselves of 
the state of things at that time, let them 
turn to the history of the French Revolu- 
tion, when a harlot was enthroned as the 
Goddess of Reason—when the priests were 
hunted with human blood-hounds, and the 
best and wisest of the land were slaugh- 
tered, until the murderers lapped their 
breakfast mingled with the blood of their 
victims, the blood of murdered priests, the 
servants of the Most High God. Nor could 
all the of history show horrors equal 
to that of the French Revolution, ‘Ge 
war was made against all the sons of God. 
If this State had arrived at any pitch of 
social greatness, if its common schocl sys- 
tem was to be admired, if it had attained 
any real reputation, it was owing to the 
fact that the clergy had silently, ceaseless- 
ly labored to bring it about; and if, as 
was stated by the press, the present Legis- 
lature was composed of more intelligent 
and moral men than had heretofore been 
sent to the legislative halls, it was also to 
the efforts of the clergy in their province 
ai home that the favorable change had 
been made. He (Mr. Bell) well knew 
that for no lesser faith, no meaner motive 
than should properly actuate a minister of 
the Gospel, could he have gone through 
the toils and labors of the last four years. 
He knew that ministers must be self-deny- 
ing, sacrificing all ambition, give themselves 
up entirely to this, the greatst of all works. 

He (Mr. Bell) could not apply this to 
himself, as he did not claim for himself to 
have reached the sublime requirements of 
the profession; but all honor to them who 
do. Let all honor be paid to clergymen 
for they had done more to advance the 
liberties and highest interests of these 
United States than Congress, or all the 
law-givers of the States combined; and if 
the Senator from Calaveras would take the 
pains to followin the steps and trace out 
the labors of one of these hard-working, 
industrious ministers of Christ, he would 
know better of what he was speaking. 

The Senator from Calaveras alluded to 
Negro-worshipping clergymen.” During

The voyage and the life which succeeded 
it, seemed to have realized almost entirely 
the hopes of her friends, and those who 
were with her sent home glowing accounts 
of the new charm which the rose-tint of 
health had lent to her exquisitely delicate 
beauty. 

At length the day for sailing for home 
arrived, and from that time the hours were 
counted with feverish anxiety. When the 
regular day of her arrival passed and 
brought no signs of the Arago, hurried

each weary night, until at last the signal 
gun announced her coming up the bay. 
Then fear gave way to joy, and as she 
ouched the shore the eager lover leaped 
upon the deck and hastened to meet and 
greet this expectant bride.

He had 
been a steady drinker, a daily drinker, for 
twenty-eight years. He left a legacy to 
his children, which we didnot mention.

EDUCATION. 


Popular Bducation in Germany. 

The New York Courier and Enquirer, in an 
article on the pulitical affinities and 
tive intelligence of our foreign-born popula- 
tion, states certain facts concerning the Ger- 
man portion, which have been, to a singula; 
extent, overlooked in this country. rey 
German and Swiss government, instead of 
merely providing for every child, as does our 
own an unity of educa- 
tion, to be or neg! at pleasure, rigor 
ously compels its subjects, of every condition, 
to secure the instruction of their children in 
some manner, in at least reading. writing, 
arithmetic, Bible h , and the history of 
their own country. This system has e 
for more than thirty yerrs ; and so long ago as 
1843, of the 2,992,124 children in Prussia, | 
between seven and fourtsen years of age, 
2,238,146 were attending the public schools, 
while great numbers more were, of course, un- 
der private instruction. In twenty years from 
the commencement of the system, of all the 
children born under it, there remained by the 
census only two per cent., who could not read, 
write and cypher. Bavaria is stated not to 
be behind Prossia in this respect. and Baden 
has far outdone that kingdom. In Saxony, 
the fchoo!s have been, since 1848, as free as 
our own. Among the results of this state of 
things, may be mentioned the fact well-known 
to all conversant with our German popalation, 
that very few of them, under forty and fifty 
years of age, are unable to read, write and 
cypher. Indeed, the f Germans 
are far better educated than the native citi- 
zens speaking their language.

A scHoo.-TEAcnEeR, who has been en- 
gaged a long time in his profession, and 
witnessed the influence of a newspaper on 
the minds of a family of children, writes 
to the editor of the Ogdensburgh Sentinel 
as follows:

4. They are better grammarians, for, 
having become so familiar with every 
variety of style in the newspaper, from 
the commonplace advertisement to the 
finished and classical oration of the 
statesman, they more readily compreheud 
the meaning of the text, and consequent- 
ly analyze its construction with accuracy.

Numerous petitions have been sent to the 
Legisla ture asking for a law to close places of 
business on the Sabbath. Such laws exist in 
other States, and they are sustained as in per- 
one at all familiar with the mountains, where 
the bearing of such a Jaw would more espe- 
cially be felt, is aware how universal is the 
sentiment in its favor.

A Glance at Nevada County. 

A stay of two or three weeks in Nevada 
county, bas impressed us anew with its inex- 
haustible resources, as well as its social and 
moral wealth. Grass Valley and Nevada are 
each large and wealthy enough to be tea 
towns. They have both risen from the ashes, 
better built than before, and are both of them 
permanent places and pleasant homes. Various 
visits to the mountains have worn off the 
gloonfiness with which a scenery of enclosing 
mountains, and of unvarying pines was once 
to us invested. This scenery has its grandeur 
but it has also its beauty: smaller trees and

midst of the immense ledges of rocks, and un- 
der the pines. 

The mountains of California become very 
attractive to those who live in them, with 
homes and refinement gathered about them. 

The quartz business is the wealth of Grass 
Valley. Extensive ledges line the ravine, on 
each side dipping towards the stream. A 
large amount of capital is invested in the bu 
siness, which is now prosperous. Some of the 
shafts have reached a depth of 200 feet. It is 
of course expensive keeping such shafts free 
from water, and quarrying the rock, as well as 
sinking new shafts to strike the lead in new 
places. The Mount Hope Company is sinking 
a shaft at an expense of $80 a foot, and expect- 
ing to godown 250 feet. The Allison Ranch 
lead, of almost fabulous richness, was discov- 
ered and owned by six plain laborers, only one 
of them an American. They occasionally car- 
ry off a bag of gold weighing a hundred or a 
bundred and fifty pounds. If we had the 
turning of the wheel of Fortune we should dis- 
tribute her gifts ina very different manner, 
though we should thereby, no doubt, spoil a 
great many very good men, aud ruin the peace 
of others. | 


The people of Grass Valley have recently 
built a very fine edifice for a public school. 
They have chosen a noble site for it—on a hill 
overlooking the town. The Gongregational 
Obarch, with its new interior finish, is now re- 
ally a beautiful church, and is not surpassed by 
any in the mountains. The pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Hale, and his family, expect to visit the East 
the coming Spring. 

Nevada has recovered in a remarkable 

manner from the effects of the fire. Only six 
months ago it was burned to the ground. A 
space of fifty acres that had been covered with 
buildings, was left a blackened waste. We 
saw scarcely more than two charred posts, on 
a vacant lot, to remind us that the scourge of 
Ca ifornia towns had visited Nevada. There 
must be wealth in the place, there must be en 
ergy in her people, to accomplish such a recov- 
ery. Tbe town is in debt, but these ruins are 
coming in season to prosper the miners and to 
give activity and wealth again to this oldest 
of our large mountain towns. The Congrega- 
tional Church has not been rebuilt. But an 
excellent spirit prevails, and a brick edifice 
will probably be erected in a few months. The 
Charch is prosperous. The Sabbath school, 
within a few months, bas doubled in size and 
more than doubled in interest. The most 
skeptical cannot help recognizing in these 
towns, if they be candid men, the influence of 
the Church of Obrist. Around it rallies al- 
most every conservative interest. It reclaims 
the Sabbath to some measure of regard. It 
establishes the idea of social virtue in the 
minds of men. It gathers and directs the be- 
nevolent principles. It raises up a bulwark to 
the tempted. It keeps alive the faith of men 
in truth and in God The Church is imper- 
fect, for it is composed of human elements ; bat 
the fire is from above—the living principle is 
of heaven. Long may these Churches in the 
mountains send out their pure influence. No 
one can estimate their full bearing upon the 
tuture destiny and greatness, and real mission 
of this State.

No person of observation can go through 
the central part of Amador county, from Dry- 
town to Jackson inclusive, without being pro- 
foundly impressed with the extent, perman- 
ence, and incalculable richness, of the devel- 
oping quartz-mining int@rest of this State. 

To pass along the great and continuous 
quartz vein ; to enter its tunnels and descend 
its shafts ; to visit its hardy miners, and hear 
the constant click of the drill, and tne crash 
of the sledge and frequent thunders of the blast 
to look at its quarried rocks, and see their 
many spots and spangles of yellow gold; to see 
the loaded carts and cars rambling away to the 
mills ; then to behold those mills, the peculiar- 
ities of their structure, the strength and dura- 
bility of their material, and the constant ac- 
tion of their mighty stampers, crushing and 
to hear the loudest shout a few feet from the 
rambling with deafening roar, too loud for one 
speaker; to reflect that this is only the infan- 
cy in quartz miningwhile every year shall 
add to its extent,and to the facilities for its 
prosecution, and then to let the mind go for- 
ward to the time when the full maturity of the 
business shall be attained, with no possibility 
of the gold being ever exhausted, though mil- 
lions a year be coined ;—all this awakens emo- 
tions of astonishment in the mind, as if in the 
presence of one of the mightiest agencies or 
forces of the earth, whose influence, as an abi- 
ding power,is to affect the state of nations 
and shape the destinies of the world. 

Along this route are twelve crushing mills, 
now in successful operation, though yet on a 
more limited scale than is expected in a few 
years, when more capital shall have accumula- 
ted to be invested in improvements. The late 
rains have afforded sufficient water to com- 
mence running, and now the work of crushing 
is pressed forward with the greatest energy. 
At present the mills extend along in a line, 
near one great vein of quartz, though evi- 
idently the gold will ultimately be found in 
the spurs and off-shoots of the principle vein. 
To these very little attention is paid as yet. 

The great gold-bea:ing quartz vein, now 
worked, is a continuous one, though not al- 
ways cropping out at the surface, varying in 
thickness up to twelve feet, with an average, 
probably of five or six, increasing the deeper 
it is worked. 

The average yield of gold may perhaps fairly 
be rated at about eighteen dollars per ton. 

Yet, let it not be supposed that all here are 
rapidly getting rich, or that money is plenty. 
By no means: to get a quartz mining enter- 
prise into succeasfal operation, requires a large 
outlay in machinery, in buildings, and to open 


received. But to one acquainted with the 
business, after the work is completed, the 
buildings, mills, whims, rail-tracks, cars, and 
all the fixtures finished, and the vein fairly 
opened, the whole business is just as regular 
and sare in its returns as any other legitimate 
business in the world, or even more than any 


other. It only requires capital, experience, 
time.

We publish this week, below, an Address 
to the Citizens of this State, emanating frem 
the Board of Directors of an Association 
lately formed in New York city, for the pur- 
poee of inducing emigration to the shores of 
the Pacific. The Board have opened an offiee 
in Wall street, and have already made known, 
through the columns of the Eastern press, the 
general objects proposed to be attained by the 
Association. The most impoftant of these 
is to secure the the Pacific Railroad 
bill, or at all events that of the Wagon Road 
bill, which, it is thought, can be effected the 
present session. 

Another object of the Association is to dif- 
fuse throughout the East reliable information 
relative-to the resources of the Pacific Coast, 
and to this end the address urges upon us the 
propriety of our organizing a similar move- 
ment here, and of furnishing, through agents 
appointed for that purpose, such statistics re- 
garding our mining and landed interests, as 
would be interesting to our frierds in the At- 
lantic States. The Association proposes fur- 
ther, to negotiate with the stearthip compa- 
nies, With a view to obtaining, for families 
emigrating hither, cheaper rates and better 
accommodations than those that have hitherto 
exiated. 

The members of the Board by whom the ad- 
dress is signed are men well known in this city, 
and the high social position which many of 
them occupied in this community is a sufficient 
guarantee that the affairs of the Association 
will be conducted, while under their manage 
ment, as they should be. If rightly conducted 
this new movement is destined to be of lasting 
profit to the communities resident on either 
side of our Continent. Our eastern friends ac- 
tually know less about the present condition 
and future prospects of California, than they 
do about the affairs of nations on the other 
side of the Atlantic. Hardly an emigrant from 
the Atlantic States comes among us who does 
not imagine that money can be had here al- 
most for the asking, and we may add that hard- 
ly one comes with the intention of making Cal- 
ifornia his future home. 

This state of things is destined to continue, 
just so long as we are not connected by an iron 
rail with the Atlantic seaboard. The very 
distance between San Francisco and his home 
in the Kast, is, strange as it may appear, one of 
the chief reasons why the sojourner in our 
midst longs to get back among his kindred. 
The very tedium and length of the most irk- 
some, comfortless sea-voyage that was ever 
made, seem to operate as so many spurs on his 
restless desire to return. This is human na- 
ture, however difficult it may be to account for. 
We are ever striving after something we can- 
not get. If, bysome unknown method of lo 
comotion, it were in our power to visit the 
Atlantic States in two hours’ time, we venture 
to say, that our desire to do so would be di- 
minished in the exact proportion of two hours 
to the time it now takes to make the passage. 
The resources of California will never be 
fully developed until we have a sure and speedy 
mode of communicating with the East.— 
People will then begin to make the State their 
home, and to feel a due degree of interest in 
everything that concerns her welfare. They 
will work better, they will be better, physically 
and morally. The members of the new Asso- 
ciation seem to have understood this, and we 
are glad to learn that the construction of a 
Railroad to unite the two seaboards,or at least 
of its germ, a Wagon road, is likely, through 
their exertions, to be brought prominently be- 
fore the present Congress.

They would rather lock up their 
money in their safes, or deposit it in rotten 
banks, or invest it in unproductive lots and 
land with dubious titles, or in forestalling the 
markets, or in some other illegitimate specu- 
lation, promising great results, but generally 
ending in detriment to the public and ruin 
to themselves. How much of all the millions 
that have been spent, one way and another, 
has been devoted to enterprises calculated to 
develop the natural resources, or add to the 
productive wealth, of the country? What 
proportion of it has been invested in those 1 
manent and useful works which promote alike 
the interests of capital and labor? But a 
small proportion, we opine. Our capitalists 
have spent ten times as much money in dig- 
ging down the hills about the city, as they 
ever gave for digging water-ditches in the 
mines. More means have been ex u 
the streets of San Francisco than upon all the 
highways in the State, to say nothing of the 
great transmontane road, from the want of 
which every interest has been languishing. 
There is, to-day, more money locked up, if not 
utterly lost, in vacant water-lots and other un- 
gn property, within our corporate 
imits, than would have completed and equipped 
this stage road, and fairly initiated the build- 
of a continental railway, besides; —enter 
that would do more to advance Califor- 

nia than all the projects that have hitherto en- 
the attention of our capitalists com- 


But all these kinds of improvement were 
deemed too slow, and their consummation too 
distant to suit the ex views of our finan-

In all this they 
are coming back to beh pees they never should 
have lost sight of, which, if now adhered 
to, will quicken the languid pulse of business, 
and breathe new energy into every class of our

A Trip to Oregon. 
Mezsrs. Forrons:— I left San Francis 


Edu | co on the 6th of J anuary, for Portland, on the 


steamer Columbia. We had a fine run; and 
after touching at Crescent City and Port Or- 
ford, we crossed the bar, and entered the Co- 
lumbia River at 6 o’clock, r. u., on the 9tb 
inst., and anchored at Astoria at 7½ o'clock. 
The captain was here informed that the river 
was closed by ice, to within about thirty miles 
of this place; however, the ship might anchor 
at 4 o’clock the next morning; and after run- 
ning up the river about ten miles encountered 
ice, and decided to turn back, land the passen- 
gers at Astoria, and proceed to San Francisco, 
taking back all ber freight. 

On landing at this place J, for the first time 
in about seven years, set my foot on snow, 
which was then lying on ground to the 
depth of about eighteen inches. The weather 
was extremely cold, with a keen wind blowing 
from the Northeast. This state of weather 
toa Californian of 1850, was new and any- 
thing but agreeable to the whole bodily man, 
and 1 began to think that for me to become an

eep myself iently warm to be competent 
for busioess. After slipping and sliding over 
a frozen path, we were escorted by a worthy 
pioneer to his house, where, by coming into 
very close proximity to a large stove, well 
heated, I gradually came to my senses ; and, if 
ever a stove had a faithful companion for four 
days, that had one in me. Our host was an 
early missionary to this country, (with his 
family,) but now occupies the ground only as 
a private citizen. 

is house is situated at the water’s edge,

LATER FROM CENTRAL AMERICA. 
Defeat of Walker. 


SEIZURE OF THE TRANSIT ROUTE. 


The news from Nicaragua, received by the 
Sonora, is highly important, as it confirms the 
rumors that have so long been prevalent, rela- 
tive to the defeat of Walker, and the destruc- 
tion of the Transit route. The following are 
the particulars : 

On the 10th of December, a Costa Rican 
force of 20 men set out for the San Juan riv- 
er, descending the river San Carlos, one of its 
tributaries, on rafts. They met with no im. 
pediment, and proceeding as far as Greytown, 
seized, with the sanction of the British forces, 
some of the river steamers. Ascending the 
river again, they fell io with the lake steamer, 
La Virgen, and captured her. They then pro- 
ceeded to San Oarlos and captured the steam- 
er San Carlos. The Panama Herald says that 

also took, at this point, the steamers Ruth 
Jobn Ogden. 

The Costa Ricans arrived at Greytown on 
the 24th ult. Previous to this they had cap- 
tared one of Walker’s posts, at Hipps’ Point, 
which was defended by 50 men and 2 cannon. 
The Costa Ricans 1 with the bayonet 
uttering horrid yells. It is said that Walker's 
did not resist half a minute. Some were 
bayoneted, and the rest jumped into the river 
and were drowned.

‘The Costa R cans however, 
committed no acts of violence, but quietly left 
the place on the morniog of the 25th, in the 
steamers which they bad captured. They pro- 
ceeded up the river San Carios as before stated, 
on the lookout for Gen. Mora, brother of the 
President, who was expected at the steamboat 
landing at the head of —— — force of 
the expeditio army. neral Mora soon 
arrived at gan Carlos with eight buodred 
men. He was followed by a rear guard of 
three hundred more, and was besides uccompa- 
nied by two transport corps of six hundred 
men. Gen. Mora then marched upon Castillo 
Rapids, which was easily taken. 

he capture of the lake steamers, San Car. 
los and La Virgin, was also effected by Gen. 
Mora after the junction of the forces as above 
stated. ‘Tne two steamers were loaded down 
with California passengers, whom the General 
kindly forwarded to Greytown. 

The whole number of steamers captured by 
the Costa Ricans was eight. 

Gen. Mora had now fourteen hundred men 
under his command, exclusive of the transport 
corps, and was daily ting five hundred 
more. The river was to be occupied by eight 
hundred of these, backed by artillery and 
breastworks, and supported by the steamers, 
whilst Geo. Mora was to move up to La Vir 
gin with one men occupy the 
transit route. : 

At last accounts, Gen. Canas, the Costa Ri- 
can commander-in-chief, had retired from Ri 
vas, and Walker bad occupied it. Gen. Canas 
was on his march back to Rivas with one thou- 
sand men, leaving the remainmg forces to 
follow as occasion might require, where he 
would arrive just about the same time when 
General Mora would reach La Virgin, near 
Rivas, with eleven hunded men and the steam- 


ers. 

Walker’s forces in Rivas are variously esti 
mated at from eight hundred to twelve hundred 
men, including three hundred on the sick list. 
It has been stated that two huodred men had 
arrived from New Orleans to joia Walker, that 
they were at Punta Arenas, and were about 
ascending the river. 

Another version of the affair is given by the 
Aspinwall Courier, of January 13, which states 
that the river steamers were captured by the 
Costa Ricans led by an Englishman, and that 
the whole was done in the name, and for the 
benefit, of Cornelius Vanderbilt. 

The following is the account of Walker's 
late attack on Granada : 

On the 11th December, in the morning, Gen. 
Walker left San Jorge with 300 men, on the 
steamer La Virgin, in the direction of Grana- 
da to release Heningsen who was i in 
the town. He landed the same evenieg, slaught- 
ered an advanced corps of the enemy, and forc- 
to the position beld oy his troops.

For some time past, it has been known to 
the city and county officers, that a gang of 
desperate ruffians had taken resi 
among us, and were committing depredations, 
but the officers were unable to come up with 


On Sunday a young man named Garnet 
Hardy, ove of three brothers, teamstera of this 
city, left town with a load of for a deal- 
er in San Juan. While there, he was advised 
not to drive out bis team (four fine American 
horses) as it would be taken from him and him- 
self probably killed, as the robbers were in that 
vicinity. Profiting by the advice, be wrote a 
letter to his brother and sent it by a Mexican 
* His brotber, Alfred Hardy, called upon 
J. R. Barton, Esq., and gave the information. 
The Sberiff prepared to start told the circum- 
stence to Messrs. Wm. H. Little and Charles 
K. Baker, coustab'es of vhis township, who 
volunteered to accompany him; also to Mr. 
Frank H. Alexander and Charles F. Daly, 
who at once offered their services mak ing 
all a party of six armed men, with a French- 
man (unarmed) as guide. This party left town 
oo Tharsday night. 

The robbers in the mouotains robbed sever- 
al houses and stores, killing ove man, and ill- 
treating in the most brutal manner every one 
with whom they came in contact. 

On Friday last, the Sheriff and his men, six 
in number, were attacked by a band of twent 
of the robbers: two of the Sberiff s men, Litt 
and Baker, being in advance of the others, 
were killed before the others came up, ‘Ihe 
tour cha: ged on the robbers, fired their 
and Barton bis pistols, and then fought with 
them clubbed. One of the robbers was heard to 
say to Marton, Gd d— you, I have got 
you now.” To which, Barton replied, “I 
reckon I have got you, too.” Their guns were 
being leveled at each other during the remark, 
the discharge was simultaneous, but Barton 
fell, shot through the heart. Our informant 
states, that three of the robbers fell on the first 
discharge. 

Daly, who was mounted on a mule, was cut 
off from his party in the charge to assist Baker 
and Little, was ran for about three miles, and 
then overtaken and murdered. 

Hardy, seeing Barton fall, called to Alexan- 
der, stating, a'so, that he had lost his pistol. 
There being only two left, and Hardy practi- 
cally without arms, they broke and ran for 
their lives, and effected their escape, owing to 
the fleetness of their horses. 

The robbers pursued them for twelve miles, 
till they came within sight of Sepulveda’s 
house. 

Upon receipt of the news, forty men, within 
two hours, started in pursuit of the monsters, 
and the next day, Saturday, fourteen more 
weot out with carriages to recover the bodies, 
in which they su ed, aud returned on Sun- 
day, bringing them to the city, where they 
were received by the citizens. Os Monday 
the bodies were interred with great ceremony. 
The party who went in pursuit of the murder 
ers found their camps deserted, but were una- 
ble to come up with the rascals.
